Small lots, big lots, swampy 
lots, rocky lots, and other assorted 
real estate was put up for sale, 
Tuesday night, by the Board of 
Selectmen, and a total of $19,820 
was realized by the town, 

The land sold was ‘tax title’ pro-~ 
perty - land that had been taken in 
previous years by the town for the 
none payment of taxes, There was 
a large crowd in the town hall - 64 
persons at one_time, not counting 
town officials, and there was a lot 
of bidding - but the auctioneer 
stole the show, 

Lloyd Bender, Chairman of the 
Board of Selectmen, was the auc- 
tioneer, He kept his humor with 
him all evening, and newcomers, 
coming in the door, couldonly 
blink in amazement when they 
heard themselves greeted with an 
inquiry as to whether or not they 
had a lot of money. 

By and large the land which was 
sold had been on the town’s books 
for years. Bender had said, early 
this year, that he wanted to get the 
land off the town’s books, and.he 
did that, Tuesday. 

The Jackson Brothers of Wil- 
mington, who were trying to buy 
tax title land to ‘round out? their 
holdings in the vicinity of Parker 
Street nearly achieved their pur~ 
pose - but not quite, Robert 
Stevens, of the. Eastern Realty 
Trust, managed to buy one small 
lot of land in the area, But the 
Jackson Brothers paid out the most 
money, Tuesday evening, for any 
individual lot $2650, They spent a 
total of about $3000, 

A newcomer to Wilmington, Hen- 
ry Patenaude of Burlington Avenue, 
(he ves in the former Roberts 
House) spent In excess of $2000, 
Patenaude was the first man to 

“ make a bid of $1000, during the 
course of the evening - and he did 
not get the lot for which he was 
bidding. 

Herbert and Robert Stevens, of 
the Eastern Realty Trust, spent 
the most money. They spent in 
excess of $6000. They bought many 
small lots of land, and some large 
ones, one being a 70,000 square 

foot parcel on Randolph Road, The 

two men spent $1100 for one parcel

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of land, and $1020 for another, 
Paul Butt, of Woburn Street, 
was a spirited bidder, when he 


“wanted the land being offered. He 


spent in excess of $4000, and pro- 
bably boutht the best land sold - 
on King Street, He bought two good 
lots. there, paying about $1500 
apeice for the lots, 

Among the others who bid was 
Sheldon Butter of Stoneham, who 
bought many of the $20 lots, for a 
total of about $700, and a man 
names Jones, address unknown, 
of the Jones Realty, who spent 
about $350, Mr Jones opened the 
bidding more often than any other 
bidder. 

John Lucei spent in excess of 
$500, and Mrs Amelia Booth bought 
three parcels of land, spending 
about $250. John Elia, who was 
present the entire evening, spent 
only $20, for one parcel, 

The terms of the sale were cash, 
with the purchaser to pay for the 
deed, stamps, and cost of filing, 
plus taxes on the land for 2/3rds 
of a year, 

Bender had at first ruledthat the 
bidding was to be by $10 increments 
As the evening progressed he in- 
creased the increments to $20, and 
at the end the increments were in 
$50 lots, 

He reminded the bidders tokeep 
in mind that ‘the Good Lord isn’t 
going to make any more land, but 
is going to make alot more people’ 

Principal Assessor Anthony Kry 
amenski said, yesterday, that not 
only had the town received nearly 
$20,000 in cash, but that it would 
also receive an additional $6000 
in taxes, which it had not been re- 
ceiving because the land had been 
publicly owned,

Planning Board secret meeting? 


A more or less serious accus- 
ation, but with its humorous as- 
pects, highlighted the meeting of 
the Board of Selectmen, Monday 
night. ee 

Tt began when Selectman Paul 
Niles charged that the Planning 

* Board had conducted a secret meet 
ig, in a private home, last Oct- 
ober, The accusation was made 

+ during a discussion of a letter 
from Town Counsel Alan I Altman, 
ruling on the Selectmen’s Direct- 
ive to boards and committees of 
the town, to comply with the Open 
Meeting Law. 


Altman ruled that the state law 
applies to all Boards and Com- 
mittees, whether elected or ap- 
pointed, The law, Altman’s let- 
ter said, requires open meetings 
and open votes, 

Chairman Lloyd Bender, in ans- 
wer to questions from Jim Miceli, 
indicated that the ruling by Altman 
did not require that a vote be re- 
corded by name, in the minutes 
of a meeting, Bender said that the 
minutes of a meeting of a board 
could simply show thé vote by 
number, and not by name. 

Miceli said that the question of 


whether or not the vote should be 
recorded by the names of the in- 
dividuals had been the Planning 
Board’s main ‘bone of contention’. 
‘They don’t want to record the vote 
by name, in the Minutes’ he said. 

It was then that Niles charged 
that the Planning Board had held 
a secret meeting, on October 15th 
‘of which there is no record’, 

It was, Niles said ‘at someone’s 
home’. ‘The October 20th minutes 
record a vote toaccept the minutes 
of the October 15th meeting’ Niles 
declared, ‘but there are no such 
minutes in the files’ 

Niles went on to indicate that the 
subject of the meeting had been the 
Barbo Industrial Development, 

‘That’s very strangel’ Miceli 
observed.

Welfare Administration 

The Board of Selectmen voted 
unanimous opposition to Senate Bill 
7513, which would abolish all local 
welfare boards, and agencies, and

Welfare Officer, appealed to the 
board’ for such a vote, He told 
the board that the bill, which is 
designed to reduce costs, would 
result in a loss of personal con- 
tac, and a reduction of efficiency, 

Niles spoke up to say that local 
people in a local situation coulddo 
a better job, He moved that letters 
be sent to Governor Volpe, and 
to appropriate legislators, expres- 
sing the Board’s opposition, Ta) 
yote Was unanimous, 


Reading Light 

A letter from the Reading Muni- 
cipal Light stated that the officials 
of the Utility would be unable to 
attend a previously proposed meet- 
in in Lynnfield, on May 11th but 
invited the Board to meet with 
them, on May 18th at 8 pm in the 
Municipal Light Building, in Read- 
ing. Bender reported that the Lynn 
field and N, Reading Selectmen had 
already accepted, and the Wilming- 
ton Board unanimously agreed to 
attend the meeting, 


Traffic Regulations? 

A letter from the State Depart- 
ment of Public Works elicited some 
confusion in the board, 

The letter requested that the Sel- 
ectmen sign and return an acknow- 
ledgement of revised traffic regu- 
lations for the intersections of 
Lowell\& West Streets, Woburn & 
Concord Streets, and Middlesex Av 
and High Street, and had to dowith 
Proposed stop signs at those in- 
tersections, 

No one seemed certain as to 
whether or not the revised regula~ 
tions meant that the aforemen- 
tioned streets would be Stop Streets 

The board decided to sign the 
acknowledgement, and send it along 
and then meanwhile have the Town 
Counsel render an interpretation 
as to what they had signed, 


Hatch Act 

The Hatch Act, which prohibits 
the filling of waterways and swamp 
areas with out prior permission, 
and which requires, it seems, a 
hearing on each such proposal, 
came in for some,discussion, 

Selectman Miceli ted several 
times that the oo aye ofthe Plan- 
ning Boards of Region 5A, last 
Thursday, produced a method that 
evaded the requirement of a hear- 
ing before the Board of Selectmen 
of a town, He told the board that 
he believed a developer could ‘get 
around the act’ by getting per- 
mission from other boards, 
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NILES AND MICELI PASS THE MINUTES TO EACH OTHER: The 
minutes of the Planning Board, which they were discussing. 


The discussion however, was on 
how the local Selectmen could 
advertise the required hearings, 

‘The TM read a letter from the 
publisher of the Town Crier, which 
was written at the request of the
